DEVELOPMENTS. 


Serious reverses to the 
British army on the French 
f rontier and the putting to 
f light of the western line of 
the allies’ army af ter nine 
days of f ighting, was of f i­ 
cially announced at Berlin. 
The British commander re 
ports his losses as heavy but 
does not state the outcome 
ol the battle. 
The advance guard of the 
German army is reported to 
he at Pont a Marcq and Mar- 
chiennes, just south of Lille, 
France. 
A press dispatch says the 
Germans are within twenty 
miles of Ostend, 
Belgium, 
which is guarded by British 
marines.
